Ditch Boats Cutting. 
There are at p resent three dredge 
boats working straightening 
Green 
riven. One is near Geneseo, the sec­ 
ond at Atkinson and the third is to 
the north of Mineral. The ditch is V 
shap ed and is 100 feet wide, 10 feet 
deep and 40 feet wide at the base. 
The boat moves about 
40 feet a day 
through the solid earth. The huge 
steam shovel removes two and one- 
half yards of dirt at a time and two 
thousand or more sq uare yards 
of 
earth are handled each day. The boat 
is floated by the water as it works 
down the river. The dredge works 
constantly, as night and day shifts 
are emp loyed.
